III. INVESTIGATION: 

Upon receipt of this investigation, the undersigned reviewed the initiation report from Lieutenant 
Laurel BRESNAHAN, Commanding Officer, Area 2 Special Victims Unit. BRESNAHAN reported 
of being informecMj^jergean^effei^COLEMAN and Sergeant Kevin GLOVER that they were 
approached informing them Lhat Sergeant Jesse TERRAZAS had 

unsnapped her bra an<^irected numerous uncomfortable sexual remarks to her. BRESNAHAN 
further reporte^ha^^^^^l supplied the names of Detective and 

Detective^^^^^^^^^^as witnessing the "bra" incident. BRESNAHAN reported that upon 
receiving^^^^Hcomplaint, she initiated this complaint register number and EEOC investigation. 
(Attachment#2) 

On 23 February 2006, in a formal statement, stated that sometime in late September or 

early Oct ober 2005, while at work, she was having a conversation with several people in the room, 
■■■stated that TERRAZAS wa^ioEp art of that conversation, but at one point, he walked 
Jaehm^ae^n^insiiappeNieiEm^^^^^Mstated that TERRAZAS then walked towards Detectives 
and an attempt to do the same thing to them, because she 

heard and^^^^^JtellTERRAZAS, that he better not try it. 

■■■ stated that she went to the washroom to fix her bra and when she returned, TE RRAZAS 
walked behind her with his arms stretched out and attempted to reach for her back again.HBHi 
stated that she caught TERRAZAS' anus and told him to get away from her and that he lauehecLmd 
said that he had skills as he raised his hand and motioned with his thumb and forefinger. |BBH 
stated that she did not tell a supervisor at that time about that incident.

stated that sometime in late October 2005 or early November 2005, she had a conversation 
with TERRAZAS, when she told him about being upset over a domestic situatioiyh^^as having 
(with someone else) and that she wanted to go out after work and have a drink. ^^^^Ktated that 
TERRAZAS agre ed to hav e a drink with her and they drove their separate cars to a bar. After 
arriving at the bar, staled she told TERRAZ AS that sh e changed her mind and did not want 

to go to the bar, because she had her own bar at home. stated that TERRAZAS followed her 

home to make sure that shewas"ok" and upon arriving at her home, TERRAZAS asked to come 
inside and talk, to which agreed. (Attachments#4 &5) 

stated that while inside her home, TERRAZAS told he^h^iad always liked her and 
wanted to know what it would be like to have sex with her, stated that TERRAZAS 

continued to tell her that he was very talented orally and after asking her if he could show her what 
he could do, he took his pants down and stated, "Come on let me show you just a little bit". 

mmstated that when TERRAZAS pulled down his pants, she laughed at him and he stated that, 
whatever he could not do with his penis, he could mak^u^vith his mouth. RIVERS stated that she 
then told TERRAZAS to get dressed and go home^^^^Hstated that TERRAZAS told her that he 
was not trying to upset her and that he would leave^^^^^|related that there were no other 
persons present during that incident. 

Hi stated that from the middle of November 2005 - January 2^^jyHRRAZAS asked her 
several times if he could come over to her home and have sex with her. ^^^^|indicated that there 
were no witnesses to any of those incidents. 

stated she could not recall when she initially spoke to GLOVER and COLEMAN, but it 
was sometime after 02 February 2006, when she was approached by them and asked what was going 
on with her and TERRAZAS.^^^^H^ated that since neither GLOVER nor COLEMAN were 
present during the incident with the bra, she informed them about TERRAZAS unsnapping her bra 
and about him asking her for sex which she turned down. 

i[ii|istated that after talking to GLOVER and COLEMAN, she was asked by GLOVER if she 
was going to make a complaint through the channels or would she be going to LAD. She told 
GLOVER, she would talk to Lieutenant BRESNAHAN and GLOVER agreed to go with her. 

stated that COLEMAN also told her that he would go to BRESNAHAN and tell her about 
an incident which he witnessed, when TERRAZAS yelled a^^^^Mabout, "Saving her ass from a 
CR number. And that she owed him for that". However, ^^^^ffindicated that she did not go to 
BRESNAHAN and that at some point, COLEMAN talked to BRESNAHAN and initiated this 
complaint number. (Attachments#4&5)

GLOVER in his witness statement related that on 09 Febru ary 2006, informed him of 

TERRAZAS unsnapping her bra. GLOVER related that when^^^H told him about the incident, 
she did not make a big deal about it and he was not exactly sure of what she wa^avmg. GLOVER 
stated that he went home and slept on it and the next, morning he discussed^^^Hconversation 
with COLEMAN, who had also been present. GLOVER related, after he and COLEMAN discussed 

conversation, they decidecMhaUhey should cover themselves, so he (GLOVER) called 
BRESNAHAN, informing her of |HB complaints. GLOVER stated that BRESNAHAN later 
initiated this complaint register number. (Attachment#6) 

As noted, GLOVE^tatgiUhat he went home without obtaining a complaint register number, upon 
being informed byBHHof TERRAZAS' misconduct. Therefore, GLOVER'S witness statement 
was terminated and he was informed that he would be served as an accused with failure to obtain a 
complaint register number in a timely manner. (Attachment#6) 

COLEMAN in his witness statement related that because of a rumor he and GLOVER heard of 
■■^■and TERRAZAS quarrelling, on 09 February 2006, he and COLEMAN asked 
what happened between her and TERRAZAS. 

COLEMAN stated that^^^l told him that TERRAZAS scolded her abou^i job assignment 
because he was upset that she would not date him. COLEMAN stated that also stated that 

last year, TERRAZAS unsnapped her bra an d that Dete ctives MATHIS and witnessed 

that incident. COLEMAN stated that when^^^M told him that she would handle that situation 
herself, he told her that she should not have to be threatened at work and that a CR Number would be 
initiated. 

COLEMAN stated that he typed a report to BRESNAHAN and left a message on her voice mail 
relative to allegation of misconduct by TERRAZAS. COLEMAN did not obtain a 

complaint register number, therefore, his witness statement was terminated and he was informed that 
he would be served as an accused with failure to obtain a complaint register number in a timely 
manner. (Attachment#?) 

Subsequently, witnes^^tatement^vei^obtained Irom 

and MATHIS and DAVlDI^^^^ted that they had no 

personal knowledge or indcoendent information relative to complaint^gainst 

TERRAZAS. However, stated that she witnessed TERRAZAS unsnap bra 

and that during that same incident, TERRAZAS attempted to unsnap her bra as well.

Additionally,stated that at a later date^whicl^he could not recall, she told 
COLEMAN and GLOVER that TERRAZAS unsnapped^^^^M bra and tried unsuccessfully to 
unsnap her bra. (Attachments#8, 9 &10) 

Upon obtaining and reviewing a copy of TERRAZAS' Personnel Assignment Record, it revealed that 
TERRAZAS worked in Area Two as a Detective until 11 November 2004, when he was promoted to 
sergeant and assigned to the 4 th District. On 13 October 2005, TERRAZAS returned to Area Two. 
(Attachment#l 1) 

GLOVER in givi ng his stat ement as an accused stated that on 09 February 2006, he and COLEMAN 
were informed that TERRAZAS unsnapped her bra, at which time he and COLEMAN 

left a report to BRESHANAN. GLOVER stated that on his next tour of duty, he and COLEMAN 
looked up the order on Sexual Harassment, Specific Responsibilities and when BRESHANAN'came 
to work, they reported it to her and she obtained this complaint register number. (Attachment#!. 2) 

GLOVER stated that he did not obtain a complaint register number at the time that RIVERS 
informed him of her complaint^ because he did not have enough facts or information relative to the 
incident. GLOVER further indicated that according to the "general order", a supervisor had to obtain 
the complaint register number and that it was his impression that since TERRAZAS was a sergeant 
like COLEMAN and himself, it was Lieutenant BRESHANAN, someone of higher rank, who had to 
obtain the complaint register number. Additionally, GLOVE^state^hat after BRESHANAN 
obtained this complainO*egister number, he was informed that during the same 

"bra" incident with^^^l^ TERRAZAS also attempted to unsnap her bra.(Attachment#12) 

COLEMAN in giving his statement as an accused essentially reiterated the same events as 
GLOVER. Additionally, COLEMAN denied witnessin^TERRAZAS state to^^^^l anything 
about saving her ass from a CR number and that^^^^l owed him (TERRAZAS) for that. 
COLEMAN stated that because he was a concerned supervisor and want ed to kno w if there was 
anything that he could do to help her, on 09 February 2006, he approached^^^^Hand asked her 
what was going on between her and TERRAZAS. COLEMAN stated that^^^^^^told him that 
TERRAZAS unsnapped her bra and that she thought TERRAZAS scolded her because she would 
not date him. 

Although COLEMAN told^^^^flthat a CR number would be obtained, he did not initiate that 
number. COLEMAN stated that based on receiving that information, he wrote a report to 
BRESHANAN. COLEMAN stated that he misunderstood general order 93-03 and interpreted the 
order to mean that a person of higher rank had to initiate the complaint register number. COLEMAN 
further stated that he was not aware of General Order 93-3, which states, that upon a supervisor 
receiving a complaint of misconduct, he will initiate an investigation without looking to a higher 
authority. (Attachment#13)

HI. INVESTIGATION: (continued) 

TERRAZAS in giving his statement as an accused, denied that he, 1) unsnapped ^^^B bra, 
stating that h^wayiot in the Area Two Detective Division during late September or earl y October 
2005, when^^^B alleged that incident occurred, 2) took down his pants and stated to iBBB 

"Come on let me show you just a little bit", 3) pulled down his underwear and statecUcJd^B 
whatever, he could not do with his penis, he could do with his mouth, 4) asked ^^^Hseveral 
times from the middle of November200^- January 2006, if he could come over and have sex with 
her, 5) attempted to unsnap bra sometime during late September or early October 

2005.(Attachment#14) 

This investigation revealed that GLOVER and COLEMAN failed to initiate a complaint register 
number after being informed by l^^^H of TERRAZAS' unsnapping her bra anchiskinghe^everal 
times to have sex with him. GLOVER and COLEMAN were also informed by 
she witnessed the "bra" incident and of TERRAZAS' unsuccessful attempt at unsnapping her bra. 

Both GLOVER and COLEMAN acknowledged that they were informed by and 

BBB^TERRAZAS' acting in an inappropriate manner towards them, however they did 
not obtain a complaint register number, citing that they misunderstood the "General Order" and 
sought a higher authority by attempting to contact their supervisor, (BRESNAHAN) who 
subsequently obtained this complaint register number. However, GLOVER and COLEMAN'S lack 
of knowledge did not negate their responsibility as sergeants to initiate an investigation upon being 
informed of misconduct. It was their individual responsibility, to know the contents of General 
Order 93-03-02B, II, B, 2, as it pertains to specific "Initiation Responsibilities and Procedure", 
when misconduct is observed or received by a supervisor. 

As such, in failing to initiate an investigation or obtain a complaint register number, GLOVER and 
COLEMAN violated the Department's rules and regulations. 

In regards to TERRAZAS' allegations #1 & 5, although he denied unsnapping RIVERS' bra and 
stated that he was not assigned to the Area Two Detective Division during late September or early 
October 2005, Department records reflect otherwise. As noted, TERRAZAS^ersonnel assignment 
record reflected that he was working in Unit 620, during the time the "bra" 

incident occurred. This investigation also revealed that^^^^^^^H^^witaessed TERRAZAS unsnap 
HHIBhra and that he unsuccessfully attempted to unsnap^^^^^^^Hbra as well^^uch, 
there is sufficient evidence to prove that TERRAZAS' behavior towards^^^B and BBBBI 
demonstrated inappropriate conduct. 

Regarding TERRAZAS' remaining allegations (2-4), there is insufficient evidence to prove or 
disprove the incidents occurred. 

On 07 December 2006 Sergeant Coleman was served with Administrative Proceeding 
Rights/Notification of Charges/Allegations and submitted a To-From Subject Report stating he 
stands on his statement dated 13 September 2006.
